Whether rambling down a winding lane to a tiny, quaint vineyard or heeding the call of 
hustling, bustling, sprawling winery in anticipation of that first amazing sip of a favorite varietal, people’s 
" expectations of Ohio wines vary with the size of the wineries themselves. And the winemaking 


process itself can differ. § “Winemaking starts in the vineyard, really. If you begin with good 


quality grapes, the winemaking process is off to a good start,” says Donna Roberts, who 
I co-owns New Concord’s Terra Cotta Vineyards with her husband, Paul. Terra Cotta 


“Vineyards, established in 1995, is a relatively small Ohio winery, producing roughly 


' 3,000 gallons of wine annually. However, Roberts explains the winemaking 
v process itself is fairly universal regardless of the number of bottles produced.

For red wines, the crushed grapes known 
as must, are pumped into a fermenting 
container and potassium metabisulfite is 
added to kill wild yeast. After 24 hours, the 
desired yeast is added and fermentation 
begins in roughly one to two days. The cap 
is punched down daily for about 10 days to 
keep fresh juice on top and to extract color 
from the skins. After the cap falls, the must 
is pumped into the wine press and the wine 
from the pressing is pumped into holding 
tanks in the wine cellar. When fermentation 
is complete, potassium metabisulfite is added. 
“When the time is right, die wine is pumped 
from the holding tank into oak barrels for 
aging,” Roberts says. "We always wanted to 
grow grapes to produce quality wine. To 
do this a great deal of time is spent in the 
vineyard all summer right up to harvest time.” 

Roberts says Terra Cotta, like similar smaller 
wineries, doesn’t possess the machinery neces- 
sary to automate the process. “The larger facili- 
ties usually have larger and more equipment 
to work with bigger batches at a time in all 
aspects of winemaking,” she says. “Because of 
the lack of some equipment, smaller wineries 
may be more hands-on or provide more labor 
per tonnage. Smaller wineries normally don’t 
have the automation of a larger facility, such as 
a bottling line, which may do the botding and 
labeling process all at one time.” 

“We still botde by hand,” says Pam Stotz, co- 
owner of Bryan’s Stoney Ridge Winery, which 
she operates with her husband Phil. Stoney 
Ridge currendy sells roughly 10,000 gallons 


of wine per year, which translates to about 
50,000 botdes. The winery has capacity for 
approximately 20,000 gallons. 

“We are not a large scale winery, but we do 
have larger-scale processing equipment for 
future expansion,” Phil Stotz says. “We sell 
approximately 50 percent of our production 
wholesale and the other 50 percent on 
premises and at wine events, including our 
New Wine Release parties held quarterly.” 

Pam Stotz says Stoney Ridge’s wine 
production process is very similar to a smaller 
winery like Terra Cotta, there’s just more of it. 
It’s the botding process that’s different. “We 
never went into this blind. It’s a lot of work,” 
she says. Although considered a medium- 
sized winery, Stoney Ridge is really a small 
family business, and botding and labeling is a 
year-round process.

For white wines, the juice is pumped from 
the destemmer crusher to the grape press and 
enzymes are added. The juice then travels 
into a refrigeration unit where potassium 
metabisulfite is added to kill the wild yeast. 
The pH, acid and brix — or sugar — levels are 
checked and adjusted. After the juice is setded, 
it is pumped into a tank in the wine cellar. 
Wine yeast is added at roughly 55 degrees. 
After fermentation is complete, potassium 
metabisulfite is added as a preserver. The wine 
is pumped and filtered into clean tanks and 
botded approximately six to eight months later.

“We have 13 acres of vineyards and produce 
all of our own wines on the premises,” says Phil 
Stotz, adding that he and Pam grow French 
hybrid grapes, such as Marechal Foch, Vidal, 
Frontenac, Vignoles and other cold-hardy 
varieties. “Our vineyard has 20 different wine 
grape varieties and eight seedless varieties.” He 
says the first vineyards were planted in 1997 
and almost every year thereafter until the final 
plantings were complete in 201 1 . 

“Our farmland is very close to frill capacity. 
When harvest occurs we crush, de-stem and 
press all of our varieties on premise,” Phil 
Stotz says. For grapes the Stotz cannot grow, 
such as Merlot, Riesling, Chardonnay and 
Cabernet Sauvignon, they buy in the Midwest 
from Lake Michigan to Lake Erie. “Our

production all comes from east of the 
Mississippi River," he says. 

Both Phil and Pam Stotz were in the real 
estate business for 20 years before establishing 
Stoney Ridge in 2001. And, while the winery 
has the capacity to produce more wine, Pam’s 
not in any hurry. “1 think we’re kind of a nice 
size,” she says. If anything, Pam would like 
to expand customer seating and provide for 
more public access to the family’s farmland. 
“Phil and 1 both share a love of agriculture 
and getting our fingers dirty,” she says. 

Quality control is everything for large pro- 
ducers like Anthony Debevc, owner of Madi- 
son’s Debonne Vineyards, whose grape farm 
was established in 1916 by Yugoslavian immi- 
grant Anton Debevc. Debonne Vineyards pro- 
duces roughly 85,000 gallons of wine annually 
from 170 acres of grapes. It’s the largest estate 
winery in Ohio. 

“We produce in larger volumes,” he 
says. “From a technical aspect, we’re more 
consistent and can be less expensive in 
volume.” A larger producer must understand 
“the importance of quality control.” 

Debevc says small wineries tend to produce 
variance from year to year, which is fine 
because the vintner is available to customers 
to explain the differences in vintages. It’s 
a little different for large producers whose 
product is widely distributed throughout the 
state. Simply put, many consumers of wine

from large producers expect consistency 
between vintages. On Debonne ’s scale, it’s 
difficult to leave the production process to 
chance. Debevc says the juice is harvested 
from the property’s grapes, and goes directly 
to the winery, where it will be analyzed for 
quality ahead of wine production. “Our 
product is what sells it,” he says. 

Debevc says he relies on his staff from 
harvest to marketing and, while all this may 
sound somewhat impersonal, it’s not. In 
fact, particularly during tire winter months, 
his staff is extremely approachable. “It’s 
intimate," he says. ‘You can meet everyone 
who runs the place.” 

While small, medium and large wineries 
have their own production philosophies, one’s 
not necessarily better than the other, Debevc 
says, they’re just different: “I happened to be 
in the right place at the right time,” he says.

having grown up on his family’s grape farm 
when it was one of the few in Northeast Ohio. 
“We were pretty much a lone wolf up here,” 
he says. Not anymore. Debevc says when 
Debonne Vineyards was founded as a winery 
in 1972, there were about 1,000 wineries 
nationally. Today, that number is closer to 
8,000. “It’s been a great benefit to rural 
America,” Debevc says, as farm proprietors 
are seeing returns on their investment and 
the tourism industry booms. 

But, amid all the differences between Ohio 
wineries of various sizes, Debevc, a member 
of generations of grape producers, says most 
have one thing in common: they are family 
operations. “It really is a homespun industry." 

Stotz agreed. 

“Our grown family is now helping in the 
business,” she says. “Our oldest son, Ryan, 
is our ‘cellar rat,’ our daughter-in-law, Abby, 
keeps us up to date with data entry and we all 
work hard to maintain a pristine vineyard.” 

Through working with family at Terra 
Cotta, Roberts has created a new family at the 
vineyard. “We enjoy talking with people that 
stop by and many have become good friends 
in the past 14 and a half years,” she says. “It’s 
rewarding to see people enjoy the gorgeous 
sunset and a glass of wine from the fruits of 
our labor.”

ay Ohioans trace their ancestral roots to Europe. Many of 
Ohio’s best wine grapes do, too.

Ohio’s soil and drainage are ideally suited for growing a wide array of grapes, but five grape 
varietals are quickly emerging as a Tab 5” of sorts — and they all boast a European pedigree 
of sorts. Ohio-grown and Ohio-produced Cabernet Franc, Chardonnay, Pinot Grigio (also 
known as Pinot Gris), Riesling and Vidal Blanc (an Old World-New World hybrid) are 
capturing hearts, minds and palates in tasting rooms and restaurants across the state. 

It s easy to see and taste — why. Even though dozens of grape varieties thrive in the 
comparatively cool climate of the Buckeye state, Ohio’s latitude is similar to that of many of 
the great wine-producing countries of Europe. So Ohiogrown versions of “Fab 5” grapes 
are in many ways truer to their classic and traditional European characteristics than 
versions made in, say, hot-climate California.

Vidal Blanc is not considered quite 
as "True-Blue European" as the 
other Fab 5 grapes — it's a French- 
American hybrid rather than a 
member of the more full-blooded 
European vitis vinifera family of 
grape varieties. These light-to- 
medium-bodied wines boast flavors 
of citrus, pear and melon. Vidal is 
often made into crisp off-dry wines. 
And a handful of Ohio winemakers 
use Vidal to make rare, ultra-late- 
harvest, deliciously sweet ice wines 
that rival the best dessert wines. 


NOTE WORTHY: Vidal Blanc was a high 
achiever in the 2013 Ohio Wine Competition, 
with 201 1 Grand River Cellars Vidal Blanc Ice 
Wine capturing "Best of Show" honors and 
2012 Ferrante Winery Vidal Blanc winning 
the award for "Best White Wine."

Sip VARIETALS 




Ohio’s winery and vineyard owners don’t limit their offerings 
to the “Fab 5,” of course. Here are a few other grape varietals 
with at least a drop or two of European heritage 
in their bloodlines that perform well in Ohio vineyards: 



CABERNET SAUVIGNON: 
(CAB-ER-NAY SAW-VIN-YOHN) 

A medium-to-full-bodied wine with 
aromas of mint and cedar and flavors 
of black currant and berry fruits. 
Versions aged in oak can exhibit 
appealing spice and vanilla notes. 

CHAMBOURCIN: 

(SHAM-BOOR-SAN) 

A medium-bodied red with aromas and 
flavors of berries, nutmeg and mocha.

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►► WINE AND CHEESE: Pick cheeses 
in different categories (fresh, blue, 
semifirm, hard) or pick several 
selections from a single category. 

Be sure to include Ohio cheese 
selections. Then do the same with 
wine: pick two wines to go with each 
cheese, an expected one (dessert 
wine with blue cheese, for example) 
and one the guests might not 
anticipate (a robust red like Cabernet 
Franc with blue cheese). 

►►WINE AND CHOCOLATE: Select a 
range of chocolates varying in cocoa 
solids and sweetness, then, as with 
the cheese, match each with an 
expected wine (a port-style wine 
with dark chocolate, for example) 
and a less-expected match (Pinot 
Noirwith milk chocolate). 

►► BLIND BOTTLE: Make the tasting 
the party.

When Brad Hively decided to take his winemaking passion 
from a hobby to a business, he was picky about where he 

WOUld do it. He looked at property 
in California, Oregon and New York, 
but finally setded on Ohio. But his 
requirements were much more specific 
than that. He wanted glaciated, well- 
drained soil and south-facing slopes 
overlooking a large body of water. He 
found it in the Ohio River Valley, one 
of six distinct regions in the state, and 
planted his vineyard in 2004. Today, La Vigna Estate Winery, one of nearly 200 wineries in 
Ohio, produces 100-percent, estate-botded wine. Novices and wine aficionados can find 
wines made in every comer of the state with many newer wineries, like La Vigna Estate 
Winery, growing their roots deeper into the Ohio soil. 


Brad Hively of La Vigna Estate Winery 
has a passion for winemaking. 


LA VIGNA ESTATE WINERY 

“Cabernet Franc is the workhorse for us,” said Hively, 
owner of La Vigna Estate Winery in Georgetown, 
about 45 minutes east of Cincinnati. He uses it in a 
Bordeaux-style blend he calls Proprietary Red with a 
litde of the Cabernet Sauvignon he also grows. 

For white wine, Hively turns to Petit Manseng, 
a lesser-known European grape that does better in 
hearty Ohio winters than other whites. 

Hively lets the grapes he grows decide what kind of 
wine he’s going to make each year. He has no “house- 
style” wines in which he blends juice from different 
vintages. In 2009, for example, which was a tough grow- 
ing year in Ohio, he turned his Cabernet Franc into a 
dry rose instead of a red table wine when the grapes 
wouldn’t ripen. Some years he makes the Petit Man- 
seng into Proprietary White that’s dry with floral and 
herbal notes. Other years, he lets the grapes stay on the 
vine longer and makes a sweeter dessert-style wine. 

The experience of being a winemaker, Hively says, 
has exceeded his expectations. “I thought it would 
take us much longer to produce our style and to gain 
a comfort level on what our vineyard can do,” he said.

MAIZE VALLEY 

No one has more fun with their wine than 
the folks at Maize Valley in Hartville in the Canal 
Country region located in the mid-eastern part of 
the state. But don’t let names like Red Neck Red 
and Hanky Panky Pink fool you: “We have a num- 
ber of wines that have won the Ohio Quality Wine 
(OQW) awards,” said Michelle Bakan, who owns 
the winery with her husband and parents. 

The Bakans moved from straight agriculture 
to winemaking as a way to help the business sur- 
vive. The property has been in the family since the 
mid-1800s and has been used for everything from 
big production soybeans and wheat to farmstand 
vegetables. But when the family wanted to mm it 
into a year-round business, wine seemed like the 
logical next step. 

They planted grapes on 12 acres of the prop- 
erty, but because of the popularity of the wines, 
they buy grapes and juice to use in winemaking 
as well. Sweet wines remain the most popular, but 
Michelle Bakan added, “We’ve seen a lot of growth 
in our dry reds.” 

LAURELLO VINEYARDS & WINERY 

In the uppermost northeastern part of Ohio sits 
Laurello, part of the Vines & Wines Region. Like 
La Vigna, the wine business grew out of a hobby. 

“Larry was making too much wine in the 
basement, and it was an adventure the two of us

wanted to take together,” said Kim Laurello. So in 
2002, the couple took over four acres on the family 
farm to plant wine grapes, which sit alongside the 
vineyard that she says still provides Welch’s with 
Concord grapes. 

Today, they harvest 16 acres of wine grapes and 
are known for their sophisticated white and red 
blends such as Cosmo, a Chianti style red made 
from Merlot and Cabernet Franc and Muminata, 
an off-dry Alsatian-style blend of Riesling, 
Gewurztraminer and Muscat Blanc. 

PAPER MOON VINEYARDS 

The Cawrse family has been in business 
together for decades. The most recent venture, 
Paper Moon Vineyards, located in Vermilion in 
the Lake Erie Shores Sc Islands Region, was started 
by Richard and his son, Adam, in 2008. They 
planted 4,000 vines over five acres of land known 
for its flourishing vineyards. 

The winery creates wines in every category 
from dry reds such as Zinfandel to sweeter 
whites including Niagara and blush wines such as 
Twilight, a semi-sweet rose. 

SHADE WINERY 

Shade Winery sits near the town of the same 
name south of Athens in the Appalachian wine 
region that encompasses the eastern part of the 
state near the Ohio River. It’s on land that Neal 
and Oui Dix already owned, and planted with 
grapes in 2004. 

“I happened to be lucky,” said Neal Dix about 
the land. The soil is heavy with clay, so he had to 


make a substantial investment in drainage, but 
the grapes that he’s grown — Vidal Blanc, Cab- 
ernet Franc and Chardonnay, and a new vineyard 
in which he planted Cabernet Sauvignon, Petit 
Verdot and Merlot — have done well. He supple- 
ments his grapes with others he purchases, though 
he’s getting ready to release his first estate-grown 
Chardonnay and Cabernet Franc. 

Customers’ tastes, he says, have changed over 
the years. “We’ve watched some people’s palates 
change from drinking our sweetest wine to appre- 
ciating the wine with less sweetness.” 

SOINE VINEYARDS 

Central Ohio, too, offers great wineries in the 
Capital City Region, including Soine Vineyards 
about five miles north of the Columbus Zoo and 
Aquarium. 

“We wanted to get a location that was suffi- 
ciently rural where we could do an agricultural 
business, but close enough to attract people from 
Columbus,” said owner Eric Sainey who planted 
the vineyard with Chambourcin, Seyval Blanc and 
Traminette, as well as Cabernet Franc and Riesling 
a decade ago. 

The winery’s best sellers vary season to season, 
Sainey says, with reds doing better in the winter 
and whites selling better in spring and summer. 
The most popular wine overall, however, is 
the Cayuga White, an off-dry white similar to 
Pinot Grigio.

TO REMEMBER 


Travel Ohio and experience the best wineries 
and local attractions, story by MARK FISHER 

Ohio wineries and vineyards have taken root in 
every comer of the Buckeye state. That means wine 
enthusiasts who live here, or who are visiting or passing through 
Ohio, have plenty of opportunities to satisfy their curiosity — and 
quench their thirst — with high-quality, locally-produced wines. 

Ohio’s soil and drainage are very well suited for growing wine 
grapes of many varieties, and its latitude is similar to that of the 
great wine-producing regions of Europe. Moderate tempera- 
tures along the shores of Lake Erie and along the Ohio River ba- 
sin help wine grapes ripen and achieve the flavor intensity that 
wine drinkers crave. It’s that combined effect of soil, climate, 
terrain and other factors that wine enthusiasts call terroir. Ohio 
wines are blessed to have this distinctive sense of place and are 
becoming increasingly recognized for it. 

Six wine-producing regions have emerged across Ohio, and 
within those regions, a handf ul of federally-designated American 
Viticultural Areas, or AVAs, have been established to help specify 
a wine’s geographic heritage and quality. For a winery to use 
AVA on its label, 85 percent of the wine must be produced from 
grapes grown within the viticultural area. 

The Ohio Grape Industries Committee in 2007 took a 
further step to spotlight the quality, diversity and distinctive 
characteristics of Ohio’s “home-grown” wines by creating the 
Ohio Quality Wine (OQW) program. The program is designed 
to help consumers easily identify some of Ohio’s premier quality 
wines. Wines that carry the OQW designation must pass a 
chemical analysis and a good old-fashioned taste test, and they 
must be made from at least 90 percent Ohio-grown grapes. 

Here’s a look at Ohio’s wine regions and some of the wines 
designated as Ohio Quality Wines in 2013 in those regions. 
Whether you are a wine novice or an aficionado, you’ll find a 
wine that’s just right for your palate.

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APPALACHIAN WINE REGION 

Ohio’s Appalachian Wine Region in the 
east-central and southeast part of the Buckeye 
state is the escape destination for those 
yearning for a luxurious, and delightfully 
unplugged, getaway. 

The region’s wineries stay true to their 
heritage and their roots, and they pride 
themselves on authenticity. Rolling hills 
and spacious valleys provide a cozy home to 
the region’s vineyards, many of which boast 
spectacular views for visitors who opt to picnic 
on the wineries’ grounds.

WINE REGION 

In the early part of the 20th century, prior 
to Prohibition, the Lake Erie Shores & Islands 
Wine Region was the largest wine-producing 
region in the nation. The region contained vast 
vineyards that spread from east of Sandusky 
to Northwest Ohio, basking in the lakeshore 
climate that moderates extreme temperatures. 

Today, the Lake Erie Shores & Islands 
Region is drawing entrepreneur viticulturists 
and winemakers who are planting acres of new 
vineyards in the very same zip codes as their 
historic predecessors. North Bass Island, more 
than half of which is planted with grapevines, is 
also the home of the Isle St. George AVA.

OHIO RIVER VALLEY WINE REGION 

Ohio’s winemaking history is deeply rooted 
in the Ohio River Valley Wine Region in south- 
ern and southwestern Ohio, where the first 
wine grapes were planted in the late 1700s. 
It was here that wine pioneer Nicholas Long- 
worth first planted Catawba grapes in Cincin- 
nati on the hillsides overlooking the Ohio 
River. Longworth’s vineyard and winemaking 
ventures proved so successful that by 1859, 
Ohio had become the leading producer of 
wine in the nation. This dominance evaporat- 
ed quickly, however, due to grapevine diseases 
and the Civil War. 

Today several wineries have reclaimed a 
piece of the Ohio River Valley Wine Region’s 
heritage. Some have taken advantage of the 
limestone-rich glaciated deposits in the region 
and planted vineyards with impressive results. 
Others have established urban-style wineries, 
bringing in grapes and juice from vineyards 
outside and inside the state to produce a full 
lineup of wines. 

The Ohio River Valley Wine Region is also 
part of the much larger Ohio River Valley AVA, 
which encompasses more than 16.6 million 
acres in portions of Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky 
and West Virginia. 

Visitors to this region can relive a slice 
of history at the Rankin House in Riplev 
(www.ohiohistory.org), an important stop on 
the Underground Railroad. More 19th-century 
history is on display at the Ulysses S. Grant Boy- 
hood Home museum (www.ohiohistory.org).

WINES & VINES WINE REGION 

The Wines & Vines Wine Region tucked into 
the Northeast comer of Ohio, east of Cleveland, 
traces its grape-growing heritage to the first half of 
the 19th century. Today it is home to more wineries 
per square mile than in any other Ohio wine 
region and contains more than half of the wine 
grape acreage in the state. The region also is home 
to two federally designated AVAs: Grand River 
Valley, which includes portions of Lake, Geauga 
and Ashtabula counties; and the much larger Lake 
Erie AVA that includes more than 2.2 million acres 
in Ohio, New York and Pennsylvania. 

NaUiral forces collaborate to make the Wines 
& Vines Region a prime wine grape-growing 
area: The climate-moderating influence of Lake 
Erie reduces the chance of crop-killing frosts and 
freezes in the springtime while also extending the 
growing season in the fall, allowing grapes to ripen 
hilly. And the vineyards are planted in rich soils left 
behind by retreating glaciers that carved out the 
Grand River Valley and other valleys in the region. 

The region hosts the state’s largest Ohio wine 



festival, Vintage Ohio (www.visihintageohio.com), 
held the first weekend of August every year 
(Aug. 1-2 in 2014).

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Sweet

The dictionary defines wine as fermented grape 
juice. Many Ohio winemakers find that definition a 

tad tOO, well, limiting. Wineries in every comer of the Buckeye 
state are expanding their selection of wines that are based not on grapes, 
but on other fruits, honey or, in some cases, vegetables. And this new crop 
of berry wines, tree fruit wines, meads and ciders comes in a dazzling array 
of styles, from dry to sweet, to accommodate every palate. 



The surge in interest in wines made from other 
fruits and in grape wines that have been flavored with 
other fruits, comes as no surprise to Todd Steiner, 
enology program manager and outreach specialist 
at the Ohio Agricultural Research and Development 
Center in Wooster. 

I would say that fruit wine production and sales 
are going up,” said Steiner, who helps ran chemical 
analysis for and consults with Ohio winemakers. 
Younger wine enthusiasts are more adventurous 
and less snobby when it comes to wine varieties, and 
they’re more willing to try fruit wines,” he added. 

We also have more wineries opening in Ohio 
which sell fruit wine, and that helps increase aware- 
ness of this wine type,” Steiner said. 

Jim Brandeberry never anticipated that fruit 
wines would be such a large proportion of his 
business when he founded Brandeberry Winery 
(www.brandeberrywinery.com) in 2009. His top-selling 
wine last year of the two dozen or so wines that he 
offers was his Blackberry Wine, which just happened 
to capture the “Best Fruit Wine” designation in the 


2013 Ohio Wine Competition. It was one of only six 
wines in the competition to earn a double-gold medal. 

Brandeberry credits Steiner with encouraging 
him to make the blackberry wine, and in helping the 
winemaker balance its sweetness and acidity. “It seems 
to appeal to both dry-wine drinkers and sweet-wine 
drinkers, and it’s the only wine I make that bridges 
that gap,” Brandeberry said. 

Although his top-seller is made from blackberry 
juice, with no grape wine added, his second top seller 
of last year, Sweet Mingo, exemplifies an alternative 
method of fruit wine, consisting of fermented grape 
juice with peach flavoring added. 

“Wine made from real fruit is a little harder to vinify, 
but it can ultimately provide a more pronounced and 
complex final product representative of die fruit 
itself,” Steiner said. 

The winery outreach specialist also noted that the 
centuries-old tradition of mead-making is enjoying a 
rebirth in Ohio as it is across the country. 

Crafted Artisans (www.craftedmead.com) in Moga- 
dore southeast of Akron, owned by Kent and Kristy 
Waldeck, is among Ohio’s newest meaderies. It was 
two-and-a-half years in the making before it opened 
in 2012. 

Kent Waldeck said consumers are “seeking out 
unique, local, handcrafted products, and that’s 
exacdy what we do.” 

Crafted Artisans’ meads include a Hop Nectar 
that is dry-hopped widi Cascade Hops prior to 
bottling; Blue Honey Melomel that blends honey 
with blueberries and a kiss of French oak; and Spiced 
Apple Cyser, crafted from Ohio wildflower honey, 
Ohio apple cider and spices.
